The seed came origin- 
ally from Felix, Arabia, and was first 
cultivated in this country in Alabama, 
where it is extensively used as a forage 
plant. Messrs. Morton & Page have 
this year sixteen acres of this grass, and 
find itso good an article of feed that they 
propose next season to plant 150 acres. 
It grows to a height of from six to eight 
feet, resembles the orchard grass in ap- 
pearance, and is greatly liked by stock 
of all kinds. Cattle and horses eat the 
stalk greedily, and hogs thrive on the 
roots, which resemble in their manner 


anee and in its prolific growth, as each 
joint of the root will send forth a sepa- 
rate stalk. It may be cut three times 
a year, and is perennial in its growth. 

It is very tefficious of life and requires 
little water. It is thought it will super- 
sede the favorite alfalfa as a forage 
plant.

That 
journal’s column and over in yester-

printing, requires only a very brief reply 
from the ‘Trmes-Mirroz ‘‘bund,’’ for 
the complainant’s plea has nothing in 
it.

The significant and admis- 
sion is made that, as charged by thls 
journal, his object was to form a com- 
bination of the newspaper publishers of 
Los Angeles foy the distinct purpose of 
bleeding the county on its printing 
contract. The Tres-Mrrror pro- 
prietors refused to go into that 
combination, put iu an _ independ- 
ent bid, and ‘got away with the 
works.’" That is the head and front 
of their offending in the eyes of this 
would-be journalistie bulldoser and al- 
leged ‘‘ public benefactor,’’ and is the 
real cause of his uncontrollable rage. 
He now admits that this office was 
clearly the lowest bidder on the Great 
Register, and was entitled to the award, 
but still harps on the grievances of his 
protege, the binder. 

The Times has already disposed of 
the Herald's weak criticism touching 
the award of the small item of tally 
lists, by showing that they were made, 
by the decision of the Board, a part o 
the general bulk of printing to be bid 
upon, and that the T1imes-Mrrrog bid 
was the lowest on the whole work.

San Bernardino is enjoying, not a boom, 
but a good, healthy growth. There 
are a number of buildings in process of 
erection, especially some tasty resi- 
dences. The most important is a new 
theatre building, of which the basement 
has just been completed. It is being 
put up by Mt. J. W. Waters and my old 
friend, Henry Brinkmeyer. The build- 
ing, when completed, will be a_ two- 
story brick, with a basement beneath. 
It will be 60 feet front by 107 feet deep. 
There will be two store rooms in front, 
with a commodious entrance between, 
leading to the auditqrium of the thea- 
tre The auditorium will be 32% feet 
from floor to ceiling, with a seat- 
ing capacity of over five hunared, 
while the gallery will seat from 
250 to 300, giving accommodations in 
all for nearly 900 people. It is so ar- 
ranged that it can be conveniently used 
for public meetings or cleared for danc- 
ing purposes. Great pains are being 
taken by Mr. Kennous, the superin- 
tendent of the work, to make it perfeet} 
in ventilation, 
front will be finished in imitation of 
stone. I have taken some pains in the 
description of this building, because, 
when completed, it will be the best 
building in town except the court-house, 
and will place San Bernardino away 
ahead of Los Angeles in the matter of a 
theatre building. 

San Bernardino is going to take the 
lead of Southern California. towns in 
the matter of a theater, aud she,has al- 
ready taken the lead in her telephone 
system. The central office here has 
connections with twenty-five stations in 
town, eight at Riverside, twelve miles 
distant; three at Colton, three miles 
distant; one at Etiwanda, sixteen miles 
distant; and one at Redlands, ten miles 
away.

SAN JUAN HOT SPRINGS. 

A Fine Spot in the Mountains, but | 
Little Known. 

The San Juan Hot Springs, in San 

Diego county, are situated about twelve 


Capistrano. The springs are in the 
midst of the mountains. The scenery: 
is picturesque. There is plenty of large 
timber in the neighborhood, both oak 
and sycamore. There is no hotel at the 
springs, those seeking the healing waters 


being compelled to camp there. Game 
of all kinds abounds; bear, deer and 
smaller game being frequently seen. 
The stream near by is full of fine trout, 

which afford huge sport to the diciples 
of Izaak Walton. In three weeks fifteen 
deer were killed by the Nimrods; most 
of them were very fat, one buck weigh- 
ing over 200 pounds. Tarantulas and 
foxes are alsoin the vicinity. Sometimes 
foxes are plainly heard crunching bones 
on the edge of the camp at night. (The 
tarantulas may do the same for all the 
man knows.) 

There are between 140 and 200 guests 
at these springs. On the 28th of July, 
ult., a grand ball was gotten up under 
the efficient management of Mr. Frank 
Ey, of Anaheim, (one of the campers at 
the springs,) whicn was'a grand suc- 
cess, some sixty or seventy of the guests 
being present. The night was a beqnti- 
ful moonlight one, which made the 
eveving a delightful one to all. 

These springs could be made a very 
popular resort if taken in hand bya live, 
enterprising and efficient manager. 
They are situated in an out-of-the-way 
place, but the mineral water is very 
fine, principally. sulphur and ‘iron.
